THE CAMERON RESOLUTION IS OF 
NO CONSEQUENCE. 


SARCASM OF THE SECRETARY. 


Cleveland Runs This Country, Despite 
the Mere Opinions of ‘“‘Emi- 
nent Gentlemen.”’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The Cameron 
Cuban resolution, if pressed to final passage 
in both houses, will constitute a direct and 
formidable issue between the.Executive and 
legislative branches of the Government. 
This is clearly indicated by the interview 
given out to-day by Secretary Olney, who 
sald: 

“I have no objection to stating my own 
view of the resolution respecting the inde- 
pendence of the so-called Republic of Cuba, 
which, it is reported, is to be laid before the 
Senate on Monday. Indeed, as there are 
likely to be serious misapprehensions re- 
garding such resolution, both in this coun- 
try and abroad, and as such apprehensions 
may have injurious results of a grave char- 
acter, it Is perhaps my duty to point out 
that the resolution, if passed by the Sen- 
ate, can be regarded only as an expression 
of opinion by the eminent gentlemen who 
vote for it in the Senate, and, if passed by 
the House of Representatives, can only be 
regarded as another expression of opinion 
by the eminent gentlemen who vote for it 
in the House. 

“The power to recognize the ‘so-called 
Republic of Cuba as an independent State 
rests exclusively with the Executive. A res- 
olution on the subject by the Senate or by 
the House, or by both bodies, or by one, 
whether concurrent or joint, is inoperative 
as legislation and is important only as advice 
of great weight voluntarily tendered to the 
Pxeoutive regarding the manner in which 
he shall exercise his constitutic nal func- 
tions. 

‘The operation and effect of the proposed 
resolutions, therefore, even if passed by both 
Houses of Congress by a two-thirds vote, 
are perfectiy plain. It may raise expecta- 
tions in some quarters which can never be 
realized. It may inflame popular passions 
both in this country and elsewhere, may 
thus put in peril the lives and property of 
American citizens who,are resident and 
traveling abroad, and will certainly ob- 
struct and perhaps defeat the best efforts 
of this Government to afford such citizens 
due protection. But, except in these ways 
and unless the advice embodied in the reso- 
Pution shell lead the: Executive to revise 
conclusions already reached and officially 
declared, the resolution will be without ef- 
fect and will leave unaltered the attitude 
of this Government towards the two con. 
tending parties in Cuba.”

THE RESOLUTIONS. 


Speculations Regarding Their Fate in 
the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Among the few 
Senators at the Capitol to-day the action of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations yester- 
day in adopting the Cameron resolution was 
the principal topic of conversation, Specu- 
lation naturally turned to the probable 
course of the measure in the Senate. There 
is an agreement among the members of the 
committee not to attempt to press the reso- 
lution to consideration during the two days 
before adjournment for the holidays, but it 
is their purpose to get it up as soon as 
practicable after the reconvening of Con- 
gress, and to urge it to final consideration 
as soon as possible. The advocates of the 
resolution express their willingness to for- 
go speechmakihg in order to facilitate ac- 


tion by the Senate, and say that so far as 
they can have any influence the opponents 
of the resolution will be allowed to do the 
talking. 

The enemies of the resolutions have no 
intention of allowing the resolution to go 
through by default. Indeed they do not 
hesitate to express their purpose to pre. 
vent its ge by any means at their 
control. ey fess to believe now that 
they will be able to defeat the measure on 
a direct vote, but finding they are not Kke- 
ly to succeed in that way they will demand 
ample time for debate, which may mean, 
with only two months of the session left 
and the appropriation bills still 
sider, that enough time will be consumed 
to entirely prevent reaching a vote. 

“‘Numbers,” gaid Senator Frye, a friend 
of the resolution, in discussing the proba- 
bilities, “are not necessary to make debate 
formidable in the Senate. Without clofure 
any measure may, of course, be made the 
subject of interminable talk.’’ 

Senator Hale of Maine will lead the op- 
position in case Senator Allison is unable 
to resutne his seat after the holidays. Mr. 
Hale will be acting Chairman of the Com 
mittee on og op org and this position 
can be used im to great advantage in 
opposing the Cuban declaration.

“We expect to have Senator Sherman 
with us,” said one of the Senators antag- 
onistic to the resolution.

The supporters of the resolution are confi. 
dent of its success if a vote can be reached. 
Senators Davis, Frye, Lodge and Morgan, 
all members of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, express confidence in the passage of 
the resolution. They cite the adoption of the 
Cuban amendment to the immigration bill 
as an indication of the feeling of the Senate 
on the Cuban question, and say they will 
have a vast majority on both sides of the 
chamber when the vote is reached. Some of 
them make the point that even appropria- 
tion bille can be laid aside if the feeling is 
eufficiently strong. 

“We will not only have a majority,”’ said 
Senator Morgan, “but we will have the nec- 
essary two-thirds to pass the resolution 
over a veto.”’ 

“Suppose then,>.that the President refuses 
to carry the measure into operation?’ 

“That,”” he replied, “would raise another 
——* which it is unnecessary to now

Statement said: 

“T have no doubt that a majority of the 
committee believe that if the resolution 
passed by two-thirds vote over the veto 
of the President, it would then become 4 
law that the Executive would be compelled 
to execute as he is any other law on the 
statute book. I think, too, that the majority 
of the committee are of the opinion that the 
Secretary of State is wrong in ‘his opinion 
that the recognition of the Republic as an 
independent State rests exclusively with the 
Executive. As one member of the com- 
mittee, I have been inclined to think he 
is right on this point and have not fully 
determined what the effect would be if the 
resolution should pass, notwithstanding 
the President’s veto. Lam so strongly im- 
ressed that it is the duty of the-Untted 
tates In some way to put a stop to the 
horrible slaughter and barbarous brutality 
in an ‘sland almost in sight of our shores, 
that I am disposed to give the insurgents 
the benefit of all doubts.”’ 


OUT OF JEALOUSY. 


American Meats Are Barred From 
Zurich Markets. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The latest at- 
tack upon American meat products comes 


from the Canton of Zurich, Switzerland, 
where the meats have been shut out practi- 
cally by the application of a regulation for- 
bidding the use of borax to preserve them. 
T’nited States Consul Germain reports the 
facts to the State Dep ent with some 
indignation because it ‘was owing to his 
own efforts that some local dealers were 
induced to import American meats and build 
up a profitable business. He ascribes this 
attack entirely to the jealousy of local 
¢radesmen dealing in Swiss meats.

as Secretary Olney contends, this is a purely 
executive function, but Senator Cameron, 
the author of the resolution which has 
given rise 2% this issue, it is understood hag 
made a most careful and exhaustive study | 
of the constitutional aspects of the matter 
and is firmly convinced that Congress has | 
power to proceed along the lines of his 
resolution to recognize the new republic. 

Of course, Secretary Olney's statement in- 
Gicates clearly that if the joint resolution 
ever passes both branches of Congress and 
is sent to the President, the latter will 
veto it, not only on the ground of im- 
policy, but aleo because it constitutes an 
infringement of his own prerogatives. More. 
over, the Secretary in his interview goes 
beyond this point, &@nd in almost as many 
words says that no attention will be paid 
to the will of Congress in this matter, even 
if the resolution is passed over 
the President's veto. In this case a 
grave conflict of powers of two branches 
of the Government might be expected to 
follow, though just how the issue may be 
made up so that it can be reached by the 
Supreme Court, the arbiter of all questiong 
of constitutionality, is not clear at present.

The Two Hundred Specials will Not 
Be Appointed, as No Legal 
Emergency Exists. 


Acting-Mayor Nagel, City Counselor Mar-

The 
statute stated plainly that the Board could 
not increase the force beyond twenty-five 
men te + in case of extraordinary emer- 
gency. his he defined to be some such 
event as a riot or tornado, an unprecedent- 
ed happening that could not be foreseen. 

Whenever the circumetances were such 
that the Municipal Assembly could act, the 
board could not undertake to declare an 
emergency. 

Acting Mayor Nagel coincided with Mr. 
Marshall, and said if there was any neéces- 
sity for relief at the present moment it was 
proper that it should come through the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. 

Chief Harrigan was called in. He said 
that the Police Department ‘had the criminal 
classes better in hand now than six weeks 
ago. The emergency existed then more. so 
than now. He could not see the necessity 
of declaring an emergency at the present 
moment when the department was show- 
ing itself able to cope with conditions. 

hat settled the matter, and the three 
Police Commissioners began undoing the 
work of the last regular meeting.

LABOR FEDERATION. 


Various Views Obtain Concerning the 
Wedge of Politics That Has 
Entered the Order. 


CINCINNATI, O., Dec, 19.—The atten- 
dance was full when President Gompers 


called the American Federation to order for | 


the sixth day of the sixteenth annual con- 
vention. There wag still much agitation in 
the lobbies over the fourth annual indorse- 
ment of free colnage, and some of the sil- 
ver advocates expressed apprehension for 
the future over the introduction of eco- 


nomic or other questions, not germane to 
labor, on which there was a radical differ- 
ence of opinion. The question of increasing 
the dues was also generally discussed. It 


was the general opinion that the conven- | 


tion would not conclude its work till next 
Monday or Tuesday. 

The granting of a charter to the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians, with over 5,- 
000 members, was confirmed; also the action 
for affiliation with the National Associa- 
tion of Electrical Workers and the Long- 
shoremen on the seacoasts. 

A resolution was adopted for the Execu- 
tive Council to renew its efforts for the par- 
don of Ephraim Clark, a seaman, in the 
Tomlingon jail in Maine. Many resolutions 
were offered and referred. 

At the request of the Grievance Commit- 
tee Mr. Ryan of St. Louis, President of the 
Miners’ Association, addressed the conven- 
tion on the contest between the Assooclation 
of Ion Moulders and the Tin, Sheet-Iron 
and Cornice Workers. 

Mr. Ryan’s compiaints were directed espe- 
clally against the New York Union. Dele- 
gates represting the New York Tinners 
proposed that the New York Tinners Asswo- 
clation would give up their charter if the 
St. Louis association would do likewise, 
and then all should be reorganized for af- 
filiation with the Federation. Mr. Ryan 
moved to give the New York Union of Tin- 
ners till April 1 to comply with the laws 
of their organization. 

President Gompers addressed the con- 
vention at length in reply to some of Mr. 
Ryan’s statements. 

The convention finally reaffirmed its 
former action to revoke the charter of the 
New York Tinners’ Union No. 102. 

James M. Payne of Chicago, on the recom- 
mendation of the Grievance Committee 
was given a hearing for the National Asso- 
clation of Boxmakers, who wanted a char- 
ter separate feom the National Amalgamat- 
ed Association of Woodworkers. He argued 
that boxes were made from paper and other 
material as well as from wood. 

National Secretary Kidd of the Amalga- 
mated Wood Workers replied to Mr. Payne, 
he that the boxmakers naturally be- 
longed to their order. . 

The Federation reaffirmed its former ac- 
tion and again refused to grant the box- 
makers a separate charter. 

The Cincinnati Canvassers’ Union was 
directed to join the American Association 
of Agents. 

The committee on the President’s annual 
report recommended the adoption of various 
suggestions therein. Considered seriatim 
and agrees to. 

Mr. Lloyd moved that the wo representa- 
tives to visit Washington to work for the 
eight-hour bill be selected by the convention 
instead of being appointed by the Executive, 
Carried by the close vote of yeas, 34; nays, 
$3. It was ordered that these representa- 
tives be subject to the orders of whe Execu- 
tive Council. 

Treasurer Lennon moved that an assess- 
ment of 5 cents per capita be levied, pay- 
able April 1, for the purpose of defraying 
the expenses of the two representatives in 
Washington and other expenses of the 
standing committees on the eight-hour law 
and legislation. The membership is over 
600, This levy would produce over $30,- 

. A long discussion on the expenses of 
lobbying, printing and circulating literature 
and other work followed. 

Delegate Tobin moved to amend for an as- 
sessment of one cent per capita. 

Delegate McNeill, the father of the eight 
hour movement, opposed the amendment 
and wanted a fund sufficient for more gen- 
eral and effective work. 

Pres'dent Gompers opposed a large as- 
sessment and Delegate Lennon moved to 
amend so as to have an assessment of two 
cents per capita. 

The regular order was suspended for fra- 
ternal greetings. Delegate Harry Lioyd was 
selected to make the presentation speech, 
in which he presented Samuel Woods with 
an elegant diamond charm, and John Mal- 
linson with a gold watch. These two dele- 
gates from the British Trades Congress re- 
sponded in touching remarks.

| the Police Headquarters. Of course this is 
| not probable, but stranger things have hap- 
| pened in connection with the mysterious 
Mr. Wilson’s exploits. 

The arrest of Charles G. Balmer, grew 
out of a transaction even bolder than that 
in which Mrs. Neustaedter lost $1,500. It 
was brought to a head last Monday, the 
very day that Mrs. Neustaedter paid $1,500 
for the forged deed of trust on Charles 
Winter’s house and lot. The amount in- 
volved is $2,200 and the Covenant Mutual 
Life Insurance Company is the loser. 

Charles G. Balmer, a notary public and 


'curbstone loan agent, manipulated the last 


deal. He claims that he was Wilson’s dupe. 
The police are holding him and he will be 
prosecuted as an accessory to the fraud. 

The name of Frederick Steiner, a German 
shoe merchant at Twenty-third street and 
Chouteau avenue, was used. On Monday, 
Dec. 7, a man who gave his name as C. R. 
Morse, “introduced thimself to Steiner. He 
wanted to buy house and lot No. 2908 St. 
Vincent avenue. Steiner gave him an option 
on the property, receiving $15 earnest money. 
The option was drawn up in legal form with 
a description of the property and an ab- 
stract of title. * 

Five days later Steiner received two let- 
ters from Morse. The first stated that as 
Mrs. Morse had not seen the property and 
the deed must be in her name, there had 
been some delay in closing the deal. The 
second note was to break the agreement, the 
reason stated being that Mrs. Morse had 
concluded not to buy. ‘Morse asked that the 
option money be returned to him. Steiner 
declined to give it up and he ‘theard no more 
from Morse. 

Morse was a confederate of Charles Wil- 
son. The purpose in getting the option on 
the property was to obtain an abstract of 
the tide. 

Charlies G. Balmer went to the Covenant 
Mutual Co. about the time that Morse 
opened negotiations with Steiner, and told 
them he wan*ed a loan on the St. Vincent 
street property owned by Steiner. The 
usual forms were gone through with. The 
Covenant Mutual’s secretary, Chas. E. Pill- 
ing, gave Balmer a-blank loan application. 
Balmer told him August Gehner had the 
abstract of title. Tha? proved to be true. 
The property had been appraised by Chas. 
Wilson and the Covenant Mutual’s ap- 
praisers found his estimate correct. 

On Monday last Balmer went to tihe Cove- 
nant. Mutual’s office accompanied by two 
men. One was Cl .rles Wilson. The other 
was introduced as Frederick Steiner, who 
wished to borrow the money on the St. Vin- 
sont avenue property. Balmer identified 


im. 

They had a deed of trust which the 

seudo Steiner signed. Secretary Pilling 

gan to write a check for $2,200, and Bal- 
mer asked him to make out two checks, 
one for $107.75 and the other for $2,092.25. 
The smaller check, he explained, was his 
| commission. 

There was nothing unusual in the request 
and Mr. Pilling complied with it. Wilson 
only appeared in the deal in his capacity 
as appraiser for the alleged Mr. Steiner. 

After the exposure of Wilson’s fraud on 
Mrs. Neustaedter, it w recalled that he 
was an associate of ChaNes G. Balmer. As 
Balmer’s past was against him any transac- 
tion in which both he and Wilson figured 
was naturally looked on with suspicion. 

An investigation was made Friday by a 
real estate agent who chanced to see the 
deed of trust on record. The real Steiner 
Was seen and the fraud was exposed. 

The matter was reported to Chief Des- 
mond, who sent to Balmer’s home, 1729A 
lowa avenue, and had him arrested. 

He did not deny that he had acknowledged 
the trust deed for the spurious Steiner, sand 
claimed that he had been deceived » by 
Wilson. He was locked up in the Holdover, 
and Saturday morning he was subjected to 
a rigid examination by O’Ne!l Ryun, counsel 
for the Covenant Mutual Company, in Chief 
Desmond's office. 

He held to his claim that he had been 
deceived by Wilson, but admitted that he 
had conducted all the negotiations fur the 
money. The fact that after Wilsun’s ras- 
cality was made public he took no steps to 
ascertain whether the Steiner deed of trust 
was a forgery told ainst him in the 
estimation of his questioners and decided 
_ aver to apply for a warrant charging 

raud, 

It is alleged that Balmer and Wilson were 
very intimate, but the prisoner denies this. 
To a Post-Dispatch reporter he said: 

“I never met Wilson till about three weeks 
ago and he was never inside my house. He 
came to my home one Sunday and asked 
me if I did not want to buy a note for 
$1,700, secured by real estate. I told him I 
never dealt in ready made mortgages. I do 
not, because the opportunities for fraud are 
too great. There might be a forgery.”’ 

“Couldn't you investigate?’ 

“That would not be professional. When 
one real estate dealer offers another a piece 


of property it is a violation of the ethics 
of the ‘street’ to inquire as to its genuine- 


néss. 

“After that Wilson came to me again and 
said Fred Steiner wanted to raise money on 
his St. Vincent avenue property. I knew 
Steiner by reputation, but had never seen 
him. I drew up the deed of trust after I 
found that the title was clear. I negotiated 
the loan, and after all the preliminaries 
had been arranged Wilson introduced me to 
a man he said was Steiner. I accepted the 
statement in good faith, and identified the 
man to the Covenant Mutual people. Wil- 
gon aaid he was not known at the Covenant 
Mutual office. I suppose the man intro- 
duced to me was Morse. I met him in the 
Schollmeyer-Leahy Real Estate Company's 
office, where Wilson had a desk. evera!

FORGED HER TA 
SGN A BOND. 


CHARGE OF MRS. COLLINS 
AGAINST MILLIONAIRE CLARK. 


SUED IN THE CIRCUIT COURT. 


Arises From the Sale of a Picture to 
Mr. Clark Which Was Not 
as Represented. 


Charles Clark, the Granite Mountain mil- 
lionaire, is charged in a petit‘on filed in she 
Circuit Court with having compelled Mrs. 
Clara Church Collins to accompany him to 
a hotel room and there, under threats, to 
sign a bond admitting her indebtedness to 
Clark in the sum of $8,000. 

Mrs. Collins is a resident of Pennsylvania 
and is the plaintiff in the suit in which 
Clark is the defendant. She alleges that on 
December !, 1892, she was in St. Louis with 
her husband, Samuel] Collins, and while 
here was very ill and under the care of two 
physicians. She was incompetent to attend 
to her own affairs. 

While in this condition, she alleges, Clark 
took her to a room in a hotel and there in 
the presence of lawyers and notaries un- 


known to her, compelled her, by threats 
to detain her and her husband and to seize 
and ruin her husband’s business and blast 
his reputation, to sign‘the following bond: 

“Know all men by these presents, that 
we, Samuel Collins and Clara Church Col- 
lins, his wife, are justly indebted to Charles 
Clark in the just and full sum of eight 
thousand dollars ($8,000) to the payment of 
which well and truly to be made, we here- 
by bind ourselves, our heirs, executors and 
administrators, firmly by these presents. 

“Witness our hands and seals at St. 
nr Mo., this, first day of December, 

“The conditions of the foregoing bond is 
such that, whereas the said obligors have 
this day purchased of said Charles Clark 
a certain painting called ‘Napoleon III. at 
Solferino,’ being the same painting hereto- 
fore, and on the 28th day of April, 1891, sold 
by the said obligors to Charles Clark, -. 
painting being now in the posscssion o 
said Clark at his residence in Vandeventer 
place, in the city of St. Louis, Mo.; and, 
whereas the said obligors have this day 
agreed to pay the said Charles Clark, 
therefore the sum of: seventy-one hundred 
dollars ($7,100), and te pay the same in four 
months from this date, together with in- 
terest thereon from this date at the rate of 
6 per cent per annum, and have agreed to 
pay to the said Charles Clark any and all 
costs and expenses necessarily attending 
the collection of the amount due under 
this bond. 

‘“‘Now, therefore, the condition of this 
bond is, that if the said obligors shall pay 
said sum of money agreed to be paid as 
aforesaid, together with interest as afore- 
said, to the said Charles Clark, or his*as- 
signs, within four months from the date 
of this instrument, and shall pay any and 
ail costs and expenses necessarily attend- 
ing its collection as aforesaid, then this 
bond shall be null and void, otherwise the 
same shall be and remain in full force and 


effect. 

“‘And the said Clara Church Collins as an 
inducement for the said Clark to make the 
sale aforesaid and stpone the time of 
payment as aforesaid, hereby declares that 
she is solvent and possessed of money and 
property largely inyexcess of the penalty 
of this bond. 

“In witness whereof, the said obligors 
have hereunto set their hands and seals at 
St. Louis, Mo., the day and year above 
written. 

“Ss. COLLINS, (Seal.) 

“CLARA CHURCH COLLINS, (Seal.)’’ 

Mrs. Collins alleges that she protested, in 
signing the bond, that she owed Clark 
nothing, and signed under duress without 
consideration. She alleges that Clark is 
now threatening to enforce the penalty of 
the bond, and she asks that the bond be de- 
clared void and ordered delivered to ner to 
be cancelled. 

R, T. Stillwell is Mrs. Collins’ attorney. 
When seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter just 
after the suit was filed he said: 

“T have nothing to say about the case at 
all. There is nothing sensational about it. 
Nothing at all. In fact, it is just an ordi- 
nary su‘? on a bong.”’ 

When asked whéther it was an ordinary 
proceeding for a woman to accuse a wealthy 
and reputable citizen of taking her to a 
room in a hotel and forcing her to sign a 
paper, Mr. Stillwell said: 

“O, as to. that, I suppose she wanted to 
make her case as strong as possible.”’ 

“Then she put that clause in to make her 
case stronger?’ 

“Now,” said Mr, Stillwell, “I told you I 
had nothing to say. won't open my 
mouth about the case."’ 

Judge Henry 8. Priest, attorney for Mr. 
Clark, said: 

“From what I know of the case, Mr. and 
Mrs. Collins reside in: Philadelphia and are 
art dealers. Some years ago Mr. Clark pees 
chased from them a picture which he after- 
wards found had been misrepresented. 

“He ingvisted that t Collinses take back 
the picture and refufd the money he had 
paid for it, some $8, They signified their 
willingness to Go so, Mr. Clark visited 
them att the hotel at which they were then 
stopping in St. Louis. They did not have 
the cash at hand to refund for the p‘cture 
but to sign a.note or bond for the 
amount. ;

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Charles L. Crisp 
of Georgia, son and successor of the late 
ex-Speaker Crisp, was sworn in as a mem- 
ber of the House when the session ouened 
to-day. A letter from Gov. Atkinson of 
Georgia stated that Mr. Crisp had been 
chosen at the special election held on the 
16th ult. Mr. Dingiey called attention to the 
fact that the letter was not in the usual 
form of credentials, but he readily yielded 
to the request of Mr. Turner (Dem.) of 
Georgia that unanimous consent be given 
for administering the oath’ to Mr. Crisp, 
who was greeted with hearty applause as 
he took his seat at the desk formerly oc- 
cupied by his father. , 

Mr. Cannon (Rep. of Illinols) reported 

from the Committee on Appropriations an 
urgent deficiency bill carryinng $881,862, and 
it was given immediate consideration. The 
main item was $700,000 for the completion of 
naval vessels on the stocks, and in ordinary 
and for other naval purposeyv. Mr. Cannon 
explained briefly the desirability of urging 
the work on these ships to completion. The 
bill was then paseed without division. 
Mr. McMillin (Dem.) of Tennessee called 
up the Senate bill for Government participa- 
tion in the Tennessee Centennial Exposition 
to be held next year at Nashville, Tenn, 
The measures carries $100,000 for a Govern- 
ment exhibit and $30,000 for a Federal Build- 
ing. Mr. Bailey (Dem.) of Texas interposed 
an emphatic protest against bills of this 
character, and _ recite how they -were 
rushed through Congress. All the cities 
and towns in the country would take a turn 
in holding expositions. 

Mr. Dingley deprecated a policy of Fed- 
eral aid to purely State expositions, ‘ 
The Tennessee members rallied to the 
support of the measure, pointing out the 
prospects of the enterprise, and Mr. Mc- 
Millin held up views of the buildings, 

On the passage of ‘the bill the House di- 
vided, 127-25, and Mr. Bailey made the 
point of no quorum. The Speaker counted 
a quorum and the bill was passed by the 
foregoing vote.

THREATS DO NOT MOVE HIM. 


Come What May, Intervention by the 
United States Will . Not 
Be Tolerated. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—James Creelman 
cables the Journal from Madrid as follows: 

Prime Minister Canovas del Castillo of 
Spain gave me a formal audience to-day ut 
the request of the American Minister, and, 
in the presence of his secretery, Viscount 
Irueste, made a solemn declaration of the 
policy of the Government toward Cuba. 

It is a complete and emphatic answer to 
the threats of American intervention. 

Canovas is not only the Prime Minister, 
but he is the supreme political and moral 


leader of his people. He is the lion of Spain. 
His voice is mow the voice of the nation. It 
was he who seated the present Spanish 


dynasty on the throne, and his hand wrote 


the present Constitution. 

He looked like an old lion to-day as he 
sat in his splendid office under Velasquez’ 
immortal portraits of Philip V. and Louis 
XIV. as boys, his dark eyes flashing under 
his maesive forehead and shaggy brows of 
white hafr. 

No one could have looked upon that 
strong, venerable face and have heard that 
hard steel voice to-day without knowing 
that Spain is ready to meet her fate, what- 
ever it may be. 

| told Minister Canovag in plain language 
what the situation was in America, and as- 
sured him that the American people would 
never consent to the destruction of the 
Cuban cause or the unconditional victory of 
the Spanish arms. At the close of the au- 
dience_I submitted Canovas’ words to him 
in wrfting, and he approved them. The 
Prime Minister said: 

“Although the official and complete text 
of President Cleveland’s message to Con-| 
gress has nat reached me, the impression 
of the Government of Spain is that the gen- 
eral tone of the President's language is fav- 
orable and friendly to Spain. 


“I desire to say in the strongest possible 
manner that Spain is ready to grant self- 
governnient to the Island of Cuba as soon 
as the Spanish arms have triumphed over 
the insurgent forces sufficiently to make it 
cle to the world that the monarchy is 
granting the reform of its own free will 
and is not yielding either to domestic or 
to foreign threats. 

“The Government is reddy to grant even 
more lNberal measures of home rule for 
Cuba than were contemplated én the scheme 
formulated by the Cortes, to which the word 
of the Queen Regent and the honor of the 
Government are pledged, but Spain will not, 
under any circumstances, grant to Cuba au- 
tonomy after the fashion of Canada. 

“All essential prerogatives of sovere y 
and wers of government in that colofly 
will continue to be here in Spain. 
This Government will not yield an inch to 
force or to threats of force. No concession 
of any kf'nd will be made until the msurrec- 
tion in il Beeln been brought under control 
and until S n can give what she refuses to 
allow anyone to take, either by armed in- 
surrection or by treasonable intrigues with 
other nations. ; 

“I cannot undertake to discuss the do- 
mestic politics of the United States, but I 
firmly believe that a majority of the Ameri- 
cans who are assisting this deplorable agi- 
tation are opposed «to the ind ence of 
Cuba and are at heart in favor of annexa- 
tion. The commercial relations between the 
island and the American mal are of 
great importance, but Cuba as a Spanish 
colony is a much better and more accepta- 
ble neighbor than she wovld be were the 
poe le programme of independence 
achieved. 

“Independent Cuba would mean a republic 
dominated by negroes; not euch negroes 
as are to be found in the United States, 
but African negroes—African in eve 
sense. Independent Cuba would mean civil 
war between whites and blacks; it would 
mean fifty years of anarchy; tt would mean 
the destruction of the island and its com- 
merce.’ 


“Such a Republic would be a menace to 
the peace of the United States. It would 
be worse than Hayti—far worse. The United 
States has everything to lose and nothing 
to gain by ‘the independence of Cuba. 

“Bain cannot undertake to be guided in 
her domestic affairs by any other Govern- 
ment, nor can she allow any forei agita- 
tion to influence her in dealing with her re- 
Dellious en This Government seeks 
peace, but whll not @hrink from war in any 
matter touching her honor. If the United 
States forces war upon Spain, we are ready 
to defend ourselves, but we are determined 
that Spain ehall be the nation attacked and 
not herself the aggressor. 

“I deny that either the Government or 
tthe pavgee of Spain desire war with the 
United States. If war comes it will not be 
through our fault. The Cuban ,question is 
a question of territorial integrity, and the 
crown of Spain will defend its domain at 
all times. 

“President Cleveland has officially ten- 
dered the good off.ces of his Government to 
procure peace upon the basis of Cuban 
een, Spain has the only reply 
thet could be made to such an offer un 
exieting circumstances.

ENGLISH OPINION.

Any great power would de- 
clare war, but it is difficult to say what 
Spain would do. It would be a combat 
against overwhelming odds, which could 
only end in one way. But the Spanish are 
proud, and the house of Bourbon fears, with 
good reason, that the loss of Cuba would} 
mean the loss of the throne. Spain would 
probably ap to the powers, who would 
thereby be p in the most embarrassing 
position most of them have been in since 
the days of Prince Metternich’s diplomatic 
communications. If the powers assume a 
hostile attitude, that would certainly have 
the effect of clinching the American senti- 
ment and of sealing the fate of Cuba.”’ 

Looking to the “momentous possibility of 
the popular will overriding President Cleve- 
land and the Cabinet,”’ the Chronicle thinks 
that it is a bad outlook for the relations 
of all nations with the United States. The 
danger, however, is far greater for America 
herself than for any other nation. Besides, 
the Senate’s action is a virtual repudiation 
of the Monroe doctrine.

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—A dispatch from 
Havana says: 

There are about 14,000 sick soldiers in 
hospitals in and about Havana. The regu- 
lar hospitals speedily became overcrowded 


and warehouses and other large buildings 
are now being used for the purpose. Four 
hundred and thirty-eight cases of yellow 
fever have been reported in thig city in the 
last seven days, proving that the disease 
is epidemic. 

Small-pox continues epidemic, but is chief- 
ly among civilians, few cases being reported 
among the soldiers. The disease has 4as- 
sume the hemorrhagic form, a severe 
type, and there are many deaths daily. 


Desertions and Reverses. 


HAVANA, Dec. 19.—The Spanish soldiers 
in the Pinar del Rio section are deserting 
rapidly. The news from Matanzas Pro- 
vince is disquieting, and the palace offi- 
cials refuse information as to the results 
of the engagements at Toco and Purgatono, 
which occurred this week. It is known that 
the Spanish lost many men and much — 
visions, arms and ammunition, but Ow 
much can not be learned. ' 

At Neavaraz a large detachment of insur- 
gents gathered Tuesday, and the Spaniards 
under Col. Jose Inglarez attacked them. 
The insurgents cleverly ambushed the Span- 
jards and outflanked them, sending them 
fiying after two hours’ fighting. The Span- 
iards ‘lost fifty or seventy men and the Cu- 
bans but twenty.

TRAGEDY OF ILLICIT LOVE.

In consequence of this, the crazy judge 
made an exhibition of himself in his own 
court room which outrivals any mad scene 
ever pictured in book or play. It brought 
down a deep and lasting disgrace upon the 
judiciary of St. Louis, for the wires carried 
the story of his outrageous antics to every 
city in the country. S8t. Louis became a 
laughing stock. 

‘On complaint of a member of the School 
Board, as it then existed, the city editor 
was brought into Murphy’s court, charged 
with criminal libel for having exposed ‘cer- 
tain methods of a ring in that rotten body. 
It was the beginning of the fight which has 
led to the movement to wipe out the School 
Board by legal enactment. 

Wihen the defendant was arraigned before 
the bull-necked magistrate of the Court 
of Criminal Correction application was made 
by this attorneys for a change of venue 
and the defendant took the stand to testify 
as to his contention that the court was 
prejudiced. 

Then came tthe scene twhich shamed a)! 
St. Louis and held the city up to ridicule the 
whole country over. 

Forgetting the Gignity of a court, regard- 
less of the rights of the defendant, throw- 
ing decency to the winds and assuming the 
character of a low-browed barroom bully, 
this caricature of a Judge launched forth 
into a stream of blatant abuse upon the de- 
fenpeless head of the «witness. 

It was all in open court, but surely the 
Goddess of Justice must have fainted at 
the villifying outburst. He called the wit- 
ness @ malicious liar, a miserable thing, 
boasting that he could not give such «a 
creature a fair trial. 

This from a Judge on tthe bench, full 
panopled, with all the powers to which the 
magistrate of such a court is heir. 

But even with this he was not content. He 
took a recess that he might further exercise 

is bent toward blackguardism. Surrounded 
by armed men, officers of his court ready to 
do his bidding, the maniaca] agistrate 
ripped and roared around the court room 
hurling the vilest of epithets all about him 
like a madman rife for murder.

REFORM SCHOOLS NOT GOOD. 


Mr. Lee Will Ask the Discontinuance 
of the Chillicothe and Boon- 
ville Institutions. 


The Inspection Committee, recently ap- 
pointed by Gov. Stone for the purpose of 
investigating the State Schools and elee- 
mosynary institutions, arrived in the city 
Friday night. The committee consists of 
George T. Lee of Van Buren, Chairman; 
P. P. Ellis, New Florence, Secretary; W. 8. 
McClintic, Monroe City; R. L. Johnson, St. 
Louisa 

The committee will to-day make a thor- 
ough examination into the affairs of the 
State School for the Blind, located at Nine- 
teenth and Morgan streets. 

The inspection of tthe State Sehool for 
the Blind will finish the field duties of the 
committee, which will remain @n the city 
several days to make its official report. 
The law requires that this report shail be 
presented to the State Legislature ten days 
after it convenes. Previous com#«mittees 
have been somewhat ‘tardy in complance 
with the law. The present one, however, 
proposes to be ready to present its facts 
and figures 12 hours after the gavel falls 
in 'the House of Representatives. 

Mr. Lee, chairman of the committee, is 
responsible for the statement that the com- 
mittee will eto 14 recommend the abo- 
lition of the State School of Mines at Rolla, 
Mo., or, in lieu of that, a material reduction 
in the expenses of maintaining that insti- 
tution, 

Mr. Lee further favors the abolition of the 
State Reform Schools for Girls at Chilli- 
cothe, Mo., and the State Reform Schoo! for 
Boys at Booneville, Mo. He will endeavor 
to incorporate his views on those three insti- 
tutions in the official committee report. 

“Il am opposed to the State School 
Mines,’’ said Mr. 
reporter Saturday, “because it is a heavy 
expense to the commonweaihth, from which 
the State derives little or no benefit. 
appropr.ations to maintain that school run

KRUEGER’S PRECAUTION. 


Rigid System of Passports in the South 
African Republic. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 19.—Oom Paul 
is taking steps to prevent a wholesale ir- 
ruption of foreigners in his little country 
that might result in a repetition of the 
Uttiander rebellion of last spring. To this 
end he has established a rigid sys%em of 
passports, to go into effect Jan. 1 next, and 
will require all foreigners to swear to obey 
the laws of the republic. 
United States Minister Quinby asd Ttie 
Hague has supplied the Department of 
State with a translation of the decree cov; 
ering this subject, at the request of the 
Minister resident there of the South African 
republic, and has uested also that pub- 
Keity be given to its provisions in the 
United States, from which country many 
persons have gone to the Transvaal. 
The decree provides that foreigners en- 
tering the republic must have proper pass- 
from their own governments duly 
vised by a Consul of the republic. The pass- 
port mus? show that the foreigner has suffi- 
cient means of subsistence or can odtain 
such by his work. Failing to have this pass- 
port, proper letters of ident:fication may be 
accepted. Admission to she country will*be 
granted hy the Field Cornet at the place of 
entry, who will issue traveli and resident 
passports good for three months’ sway, These 
may be renewed, and foreigners desiring to 
settle must make oath to obey the laws. 
The decree does not apply “o foreigners al- 
ready in thé republic.
